Applicant requests citation of cheese with respect to 
Youngquist. The soy protein material therein is used in a cheese-spread product (Example 2). Applicant argues that Peng does not 
provide certain method steps as set forth in the instant claims (e.g. ultrafiltration). Although the processing is different, it is not been 
demonstrated that the instant product as recited would differ from that set forth in Peng. In other words, Peng may be removing flavor 
components by heating and vaporizing same as aroma 
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
